The large warehouse of 
an English company at Ensenada was to 
be filled with arms, am m unition and pro­ 
visions for the use of the revolutionists.

The officers of the English company 
claim that the policy of the Mexican of­ 
ficials in Lower California has been ruin­ 
ous to the land interests of the company, 
which has been obliged to spend thousands 
of dollars in protecting its interests, and 
the salvation of the company, they assert, 
finally depends upon securing the annex a­ 
tion.
